MOTORISTS URGED 
TO BE CAREFUL 


Stirred by the more than 34,000 


highway accident deaths through- 
out the nation in 1931—a new high 
record for-att—time—th'j Pennsyl- 
vania motor federation, state unit 
of the American automobile asso- 
ciation, today launched a campaign 
through which it will endeavor to 
bring before the motoring public the 
imperative need for care and cau- 
tion. Newspapers, motor club mag- 
azines, radio and other mediums 
will be used throughout the state in 
a direct appeal to the operators of 
motor vehicles. 


"While the commonwealth is see- 


ing to it that motor vehicles are in 
safe mechanical condition through 
the compulsory inspection, we plan 
to center our efforts on the oper- 
ator," said S. Edward Gable, presi- 
dent of the federation, in giving out 
_a list of "do's and don'ts" for mo- 
torists. "The manufacturers have 
fcuilt into the 1932 cars every pos- 
sible safety device, highway depart- 
ments and engineers are utilizing 
the most modern construction prin- 
ciples in making roads safe and law- 
makers and enforcement 
officers 


are doing the best they know how, 
out after all it's up to the motor- 
ists themselves to determine the de- 
gree of safety or of hazard that is 
to go with travel on-our streets and 
highways." 


Obey the Law 


"If every driver will resolve- to 


obey the law and adhere tot common- 
sense rules of the road," Mr. Gable 
continued." there will, be a marked 
decrease in the number of motor 
accidents throughout the state and 
^ition this year." , In. this connec- 
l 
h he-listed the^ following "do's 


a"hd don'ts" which he urged every 
driver to obey: 
> 


Never pass a car on a hilL 
Always give the 
car to your 


right the right of way. 


Slow down when another car 


gives the signal to puss: don't 
step on the gas and try to keep 
him from getting by. 


Pass on the straight road, not 


on a curve. 


Keep your eyes open at all times 


for traffic signals and obey them 
to the letter. Wait for the go 
signal no matter what it may be 
Don't "jump" the lights. 


D' n't cot in and oat of traffic 


unless there is plenty of leeway. 
You'll find that you make better 
time in the end. 


Don't run at an excessive rate 


of speed at any time and, on the 
other hand, don't "hearse" drive. 
Exceedingly slow driving on main 
highways 
is as dangerous as 


speeding. 


Keep to your side of tho high- 


way: don't be a "road hog" ! 


Don't stop on a hill or on a 


curve. When you do stop, pull off 
the highway if at all possible. 


Stop, look and listen at railroad 


crossings. 


Always be on the lookout for 


children, and for adults as well, 
who dart out from behind a park- 
ed car, or who suddenly step off 
the curb. 


When driving along trolley lines 


halt when the car is stopped to 
take on or discharge -passexigefs 
and be on the look-out at all times 
for pedestrians stepping out from 
behind trolley cars or buses. 


Always give a signal when you 


irttcnd to stop, or when you pull 


• out into the line of traffic from a 
x parking place.

Science long has asked why ap­ 
petite does not constrain one from

Hunger pains may be quieted by 
bulk alone without any relation to 
the nutritional value of the' food 
consumed. 
But many persons seem to over­ 
look this when they scan restaurant 
menus.
